To  evaluate  Lexington  High  School's  total  academic 
program  in  the  light  of  the  needs,  conditions,  and  possi- 
bilities of  1966,  and  by  so  doing  to  pin-point  weaknesses, 
failures,  and  areas  where  changes  and  improvements  are 
necessary  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Evaluation  Committee. 
Areas  of  study  were  therange  of  subject  offerings, methods 
of  instruction,  registration  procedures,  ability  grouping, 
scheduling,  teacher  performance. 

Various  students  participated  in  this  study  and  positive 
steps  were  taken  to  improve  conditions  and  curriculum  of 
the  school.  Mr.  Thompson  headed  the  committee.
